Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 

January  28,  1996

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of  Selectmen  was 
called  to  order  on  Tuesday  January  28, 1996  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  John  N. 
DeCosta.  Also  present  was  Selectman  Paul  E.  Lambalot,  Selectman  Michele 
C.  Bernier  and  Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams. 

At  7:00  pm  the  Board  congratulated  Town  Clerk  Lois  Ennis  for  her 
time  spent  as  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Town  Clerk's  Association  and 
presented  her  with  a  silver  revere  bowl  as  her  term  came  to  an  end.  Chairman 
DeCosta  said  it  has  been  a  pleasure  working  with  her  over  the  past  22  years. 

"She  does  outstanding  work  for  the  town  and  runs  the  best  town 
clerk's  office  I've  seen  anywhere.  She's  well  known  all  over  the  state,"  he 
said.  Ms.  Ennis  thanked  the  Board  and  was  grateful  to  help  put  Mattapoisett 
"on  the  map."  After  their  presentation,  the  room  erupted  in  applause  as  Ms. 
Ennis  received  her  token  of  appreciation.  She  thanked  the  Board  and  agreed 
it  was  a  wonderful  and  educational  experience.  Selectman  Lambalot  said  it 
was  a  "real  honor  for  the  town"  and  Selectman  Bernier  agreed  she  gave  a  nice 
name  for  Mattapoisett. 

The  Board  then  met  with  members  of  the  North  Street  Survey

design  that  was  agreed  upon  at  the  large  meeting  at  Old  Hammondtown  and 
discuss  anything  else,"  suggested  Selectman  Lambalot.  He  also  offered  a 
large  binder  full  of  information  for  their  use.

•Water/Sewer  Superintendent  Nicholson  submitted  a  letter  with 
regard  to  the  town's  purchase  of  the  Randall  property  to  maintain  a  buffer 
and  protect  the  Number  2  well  field.  "The  property.. .is  adjacent  to  our 
property  and  is  within  the  Zone  II  of  our  well  field,"  explained  Mr.

•Pamela  Truesdale,  Executive  Director  of  the  Coalition  for 
Buzzards  Bay  forwarded  correspondence  addressing  the  fact  that  the 
Coalition  is  experiencing  rising  costs  to  maintain  the  water  quality  program. 
Ms.  Truesdale  requests  that  the  town  consider  contributing  to  the  water 
quality  program  for  the  current  budget.  She  also  requested  the  town  does  not 
appropriate  money  through  a  warrant  article  at  town  meeting.

Marion  Selectmen's  Meeting 

January  28,1997 
By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of  Selectmen  was  called  to 
order  on  Tuesday,  January  28  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Jonathan  "Jody" 
Dickerson.  Also  present  were  Selectman  Loretta  B.  Schaefer,  Selectman  Albert 
E.  Winters,  Executive  Secretary  Ray  Pickles,  and  Secretary  Helene  Craver. 

After  signing  treasury  warrant  #1  for  the  week  and  approving  the 
minutes  of  the  January  21  meeting,  the  board  unanimously  voted  to  appoint 
the  following  to  the  Sippican  School  Building  Committee:  Jane  Babbitt,  Sylvia 
Litke,  Susan  Nichols,  and  Patricia  Duane. 

At  7:00  pm  the  board  met  with  members  of  the  Benjamin  D. 
Cushing  Post  2425  VFW,  who  came  to  make  a  presentation  to  the  town's 
Music  Hall  Restoration  Fund.  Post  member  Warren  Washburn  introduced  the 
various  members  present  at  the  meeting,  after  which  they  presented  a  check 
for  $3,000  on  behalf  of  their  membership  to  the  Music  Hall  effort.  "We 
appreciate  all  the  work  you've  done  for  the  town  and  we  thank  you  for  your 
donation,"  Chairman  Dickerson  said. 

Selectman  Winters  added  that  this  donation  might  best  be  used  to 
renovate  the  Music  Hall's  reading  room.  "I  would  hope  this  money  would  go 
toward  restoration  of  the  reading  room  ...  I'd  like  to  see  it  restored  in  the 
VFW'sname,"  he  said. 

Selectman  Schaefer  noted  that  the  Music  Hall  would  be  closed  this 
week  for  initial  renovations  including  the  removal  of  asbestos!  "Most  of  the 
activity  is  beginning  to  pull  away  (from  the  Music  Hall),"  she  said.  "We'll  be 
receiving  the  final  bids  by  February  27  and  we're  hoping  to  have  the  project 
completed  sometime  in  November  or  December.  We're  hoping  to  be  opened 
for  the  Christmas  stroll." 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the  board  received 
a  memo  from  Ray  E.  Pickles  regarding  the  development  of  four  lots  on  Cross 
Neck  Road.  According  to  Mr.  Pickles,  the  Estate  of  James  Dougall  has 
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proposed  developing  four  lots  which  start  800  feet  from  Point  Road.  These 
lots  would  require  a  sewer  line  connected  to  T.  J.  Walker's  line  on  Point  Road 
because  the  lots  did  not  perc. 

In  addition  to  the  sewer  line,  Mr.  Pickles  suggested  the  town 
requiring  the  installation  of  a  12-inch  PVC  water  line  to  service  Cross  Neck 
Road.  The  town  would  provide  the  12-inch  water  line  with  funds  provided 
by  Wes  Ewell  and  Bill  Greene,  who  developed  the  other  end  of  Cross  Neck 
Road.  The  developer  would  then  responsible  for  providing  a  tapping  sleeve 
and  valve  on  Point  Road,  along  with  hydrants  and  necessary  fittings  to  install 
the  line. 

Mr.  Pickles  added  that  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW) 
Superintendent  Rob  Zora  also  suggested  the  roadway  be  paved  and 
expanded  from  12  feet  to  an  18-foot  width,  matching  the  original  layout  on 
the  submitted  plans.  Mr.  Pickles  noted  that  Cross  Neck  Road  has  been  town- 
owned  since  1852  and  was  grandfathered  in  as  an  ancient  way. 

The  board  agreed  with  Mr.  Pickles  recommendations  and  the 
suggestions  made  by  Mr.  Zora.  "I  think  we  should  ...  be  consistent  and 
request  that  the  developer  pave  the  road,"  Chairman  Dickerson  said.  The 
board  unanimously  voted  to  grant  permission  for  the  developer  to  tie  into  the 
water/sewer  lines,  with  the  stipulation  that  the  road  be  put  back  into  its 
original  layout  and  that  it  be  paved  to  an  18-foot  width  to  the  end  of  the 
Dougall  lot. 
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At  7:15  pm  the  board  met  with  members  of  the  Marion  School 
Committee  to  discuss  their  Capital  Needs  List  for  1997.  The  first  item  they 
presented  to  the  Selectmen  was  a  parking  lot  repaving  and  extension  project 
costing  an  estimated  $5,116.  "The  principal  is  concerned  about  the  (parking) 
lot  in  the  back  of  (Sippican  School),"  said  School  Committee  member  Susan 
Grosart.  "Most  of  the  spaces  are  filled  with  people  who  park  illegally ...  and 
there  are  many  safety  issues  with  the  buses  going  behind  there." 

After  discussing  this  matter  with  DPW  Superintendent  Rob  Zora, 
the  committee  learned  that  a  complete  repaving  and  expansion  of  the  parking 
lot  would  cost  about  $28,901.  "We  felt  that  a  patch  just  on  the  north  side  of 
the  lot  would  be  appropriate  this  year  and  provide  at  least  19  additional 
spaces ...  maybe  as  many  as  22  or  23,"  Ms.  Grosart  said. 

But  Chairman  Dickerson  offered  an  alternative  which  would  cost  a 
lot  less  than  $5,000  —  in  fact,  it  wouldn't  cost  the  town  anything.  "If  we

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converted  Spring  Street  from  two-hour  limited  parking  to  unlimited  parking 
and  instruct  the  teachers  to  park  on  the  street  you  could  easily  fit  25  cars  from 
Cottage  Street  to  the  Police  Station,"  he  said. 

Committee  members  considered  this  as  a  possible  solution.  "I 
don't  think  it  would  give  us  the  same  number  of  parking  spaces  (with  public 
parking),  but  it  might  work,"  Ms.  Grosart  said. 

"I  think  it  would  be  a  reasonable  thing  to  try,"  Selectman  Schaefer 
said.  "It  at  least  provides  an  alternative."  Selectman  Winters  added  that  with 
a  difficult  fiscal  year  ahead,  it  would  be  best  to  save  the  $5,000  and  try  the  off- 
street  parking  as  a  temporary  solution. 

The  second  item  on  the  School  Committee's  Capital  Needs  List 
was  the  installation  and  upgrading  of  Sippican  School  for  computer 
technology.  The  first  part  of  this  two-phase  project  would  cost  an  estimated 
$137,194  to  install  four  to  six  computers  in  each  classroom  and  terminals  in 
the  library  computer  lab  and  administrative  offices.  The  second  phase  would 
entail  the  removal  asbestos  from  those  areas  where  the  computer  network 
will  be  installed  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $226308. 

"Our  preference  is  to  incorporate  this  (phase)  into  a  major 
renovation  of  the  school,"  Ms.  Grosart  said.  "There's  some  pressure  to  get  this 
done  now  as  Old  Hammondtown  School  is  about  to  be  upgraded  and  the 
plan  is  to  get  all  schools  in  the  district  on  the  same  network." 

Mr.  Pickles  suggested  that  the  School  Committee  might  want  to 
consider  the  larger,  long-term  expansion  plans  for  Sippican  School  this  year 
—  especially  in  light  of  the  fact  that  the  ORR  High  School  Renovation  Project 
will  likely  be  put  on  hold  for  awhile.  "You  may  want  to  rethink  the 
technology  now  and  incorporate  it  as  part  of  an  architectural  project,"  he 
said.  "I  think  this  is  the  time ...  especially  since  it  seems  like  the  ORR 
renovations  are  not  going  to  go  forward  this  year."

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With  this  in  mind,  the  School  Committee  agreed  they  would 
schedule  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Sippican  School  Building  Committee  to 
prepare  a  presentation  for  the  upcoming  Town  Meeting.  Mr.  Pickles  advised 
that  the  article(s)  should  be  submitted  before  the  end  of  February,  so  that  the 
Finance  Committee  (FinCom)  could  have  time  to  work  out  the  budget. 
Selectman  Schaefer  also  suggested  sending  a  memo  to  the  FinCom  regarding 
this  matter  so  that  they  aren't  "surprised"  by  the  committee's  request. 

Also  under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the  board 
received  a  memo  from  Mr.  Pickles  regarding  a  request  from  Nancy  Cerkovitz 
to  install  an  8-inch  road  crossing  to  service  two  lots  on  Mill  Street.  Because  of 
the  low  value  of  the  lots,  Mr.  Pickles  wrote,  Ms.  Cerkovitz  feels  she  cannot 
afford  to  extend  the  sewer  line  from  Sparrow  Lane.  DPW  Superintendent  Rob 
Zora  advised  Mr.  Pickles  that  he  approves  of  the  plan,  as  long  as  whoever 
develops  the  abutting  property  is  required  to  connect  to  the  crossing  on  Mill 
Street  at  Abel's  Way.  The  board  unanimously  approved  the  request. 

Horace  "Hod"  Kenney,  President  of  the  Sippican  Lands  Trust,  next 
sent  a  letter  to  confirm  that  a  non-binding  resolution  would  be  placed  on  the 
next  Town  Meeting  warrant  to  support  a  statewide  land  banks  bill,  and  also 
"the  mechanics  to  file  a  home  rule  land  bank  petition  specifically  tailored  to 
Marion's  requirements." 

Both  Mr.  Pickles  and  Mr.  Kenney  noted  that  there  seems  to  be  a 
great  deal  of  support  in  the  legislature  for  the  land  banking  idea.  A  similar 
resolution  was  supported  by  Marion  Town  Meeting  voters  a  few  years  ago, 
but  the  resolution  died  in  the  legislature.  Mr.  Kenney  said  an  article  will  be 
prepared  by  the  beginning  of  March  for  placement  on  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  warrant. 

Mr.  Pickles  also  noted  receipt  of  the  results  of  effluent  toxicity 
monitoring  tests  conducted  at  the  town's  wastewater  treatment  facility  in 
November,  1996.  The  facility  has  passed  seven  consecutive  rounds  of  toxicity

testing,  according  to  Mr.  Pickles.  "We're  hoping  to  apply  for  a  lax  in  the 
testing  requirements  because  these  testing  procedures  are  very  expensive,"  he 
said.  "We  are  required  to  test  every  six  months  and  we're  hoping  to  only  test 
once  a  year." 

On  a  similar  note,  Mr.  Pickles  informed  the  board  that  the 
developers  of  the  new  golf  course  in  Mattapoisett  have  been  discussing  the 
possibility  of  using  the  effluent  discharge  from  the  wastewater  treatment 
facility  to  water  the  greens  four  months  out  of  the  year.  "This  procedure  is 
currently  permitted  in  several  states,"  he  said.  "It's  a  plus  for  (Marion) 
because  we  wouldn't  be  discharging  500,000  gallons  of  water  a  day  into 
Aucoot  Cove,  so  it  will  improve  the  quality  of  Buzzards  Bay  while  helping  to 
replenish  a  groundwater  source.  It's  a  win-win  situation." 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the  board,  they 
unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening  at  8:15  pm.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

January  27,  1997 
By  Dionne  E  Richmond 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  January  27  at 
7.00  pm  by  Chairman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes.  Also  present 
were  Selectman  Richard  D.  Cutler,  Selectman  William  D. 
Chamberlain,  Executive  Secretary  Russell  Dean,  and 
Secretary  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

After  the  board  approved  the  minutes  of  the 
meetings  held  on  January  14, 15,  and  21,  Mr.  Dean  gave 
his  weekly  update.  He  said  he  plans  to  attend  a 
Massachusetts  Lottery  hearing  regarding  the  Keno 
penalty  waiver  for  the  town  and  discuss  the  issue  with  the 
Marion  Board  of  Selectmen  who  have  already  been 
through  the  process.  He  has  also  formally  met  with  School 
Superintendent  Joan  Walsh  and  toured  the  Rochester 
Memorial  School.  There  is  no  word  yet  on  the  fiscal  year 
1998  school  budget,  but  reports  are  coming  in  steadily  he 
said. 

SEMASS  has  also  offered  to  donate  a  copy 
machine  estimated  to  cost  $30,000  with  one  stipulation  — 
a  part  is  needed  for  $1,000.  Mr.  Dean  also  completed  a 
mileage  rate  comparison  with  other  towns,  most  of  them 
paid  8  cents  more  than  Rochester's  rate  of  23  cents  per 
mile. 

Shortly  after  7:00  pm  the  board  met  with  Peter 
Frazier,  Finance  Representative  from  Fleet  Bank,  to 
discuss  school  bond  refinancing.  Mr.  Frazier  said  there 
was  "good  news"  since  Rochester  had  the  opportunity  to 
save  $150,000  to  $217,000  by  refinancing.  He  explained 
that  refinancing  the  school  bond  was  much  like 
refinancing  a  mortgage  on  a  home.  "The  interest  rates  are 
near  historical  lows,  the  differential  gives  the  opportunity 
to  save  $150,000  to  $217,000  using  today's  rates,"  he  said.

After  passing  out  a  thick  pamphlet  explaining  the 
parameters  of  refinancing,  the  board  agreed  they  needed 
time  to  digest  the  new  information.  Mr.  Frazier  and  the 
Finance  Committee  (FinCom)  continued  their  discussion 
outside  of  the  Selectmen's  meeting. 

The  board  then  met  with  FinCom  Chairman 
Patricia  Ryan  to  discuss  the  Dexter  Lane  project. 
Selectmen  explained  their  situation:  they  needed  to 
appropriate  money  before  June  1  in  order  to  receive  a 
$50,000  grant  for  the  project  and  show  matching  funds. 
They  asked  her  if  there  was  any  way  to  get  that  money  at 
the  Special  Town  Meeting.  She  said  there  was  one  way: 
Free  Cash. 

"You  know  my  feelings  about  Free  Cash,  (but) 
that's  your  decision,"  she  said.  Ms.  Ryan  then  asked  if  a 
topographical  study  had  been  completed  and  said  she 
was  concerned  that  the  piece  of  property  hadn't  been 
divided  up  yet  for  the  two  entities  it  was  intended  —  the 
Council  on  Aging  and  as  a  recreational  area.  She  said  she 
didn't  understand  how  the  Park  Commissioners  and 
Conservation  Agent  got  the  grant  if  the  property  hasn't 
been  divided  yet. 

Selectman  Cutler  explained  they  used  plans 
which  were  drawn  up  earlier.  "There  are  still  pieces  in 
front  that  have  been  reserved  for  the  Council  on  Aging," 
he  explained.  "Even  though  the  exact  locations  haven't 
been  plotted  out,  it's  good  enough  to  get  the  grant." 

Ms.  Ryan  asked  the  board  if  they  had  any  idea  of

the  Council  on  Aging,  and  public  safety  facilities.  "We 
need  to  think  in  terms  of  borrowing  on  override,"  she 
said.  "It  seems  foolish  to  borrow  $50,000  for  one  little 
piece.  We  need  to  determine  how  much  money  we  need 
(for  the  major  projects)  and  present  it  to  voters.  The  pot's 
going  to  run  dry." 

Selectman  Cutler  explained  there  is  a  possible 
proposal  from  the  Public  Safety  Committee  for  design 
funds  but  said  right  now  Dexter  Lane  is  the  only  thing 
that  looks  "tangible." 

"The  Park  Commissioners  took  advantage  and 
got  money,"  he  said.  "It  would  be  nice  to  find  a  way  to 
couple  that  with  our  money  (because)  people  want  (a 
recreation  area)  in  the  town." 

Ms.  Ryan  said  she'd  prefer  to  do  one  "biggie" 
than  go  about  it  piecemeal.  But  she  agreed  to  take  time  to 
mull  over  the  information  and  will  meet  with  them  again 
next  week  to  see  if  the  money  should  be  taken  out  of  the 
Stabilization  Fund  or  Free  Cash.  Selectman  Cutler  again 
reiterated  the  fact  that  trying  to  match  the  funds  from  the 
state  would  be  more  beneficial  for  the  town. 

The  board  also  unanimously  approved  a  request 
from  John  Amaral  to  become  an  associate  member  of  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 

In  other  business,  Selectman  Cutler  discussed  the 
Capital  Needs  Project  for  Old  Rochester  Regional  Fligh 
School  and  noted  there  have  been  some  major  changes  in 
the  plans.  "For  one  thing,  I  don't  see  the  tennis  courts  on

goals.  In  the  past  the  board  has  stated  they  would  rather 
see  money  used  to  prioritize  the  athletic  department 
instead  of  voting  to  construct  new  tennis  courts. 

Selectman  Chamberlain  said  the  SBAB  has 
changed  the  rules  dramatically.  If  the  towns  want  to  be 
reimbursed  by  the  state,  a  comprehensive  study  is 
necessary.  "They  want  the  whole  package  for  everything 
we  can  possibly  think  of  that  needs  to  be  done,"  he  said. 
The  SBAB  is  also  requiring  a  full  code  upgrade  of  the 
building,  including  a  "stress  test"  on  the  building. 

"All  safety  issues  must  be  addressed,  enrollment 
projections  (are  required),  as  well  as  a  complete  technical 
upgrade,"  Selectman  Chamberlain  said.  "They  threw  out 
the  original  package." 

The  School  Committee  has  had  to  prioritize 
certain  items,  such  as  the  science  lab  for  safety  purposes 
($39,800),  resurfacing  the  pavement  ($200,000)  and  set 
aside  money  for  a  comprehensive  capital  plan  ($40,000). 
They  also  plan  to  begin  the  technical  wiring  process. 
Selectman  Cutler  said  he  thought  the  freezers  and  coolers 
should  be  addressed  instead  of  the  technical  wiring,  since 
the  school  doesn't  have  the  necessary  hardware  for  the 
wiring.  "The  School  Committee  will  look  at  that,"  he  said. 
The  total  project  is  now  down  to  $500,000  which  will  be 
spilt  between  Marion,  Mattapoisett,  and  Rochester. 
Rochester's  share  will  be  anywhere  from  $160,000  to 
$170,000. 

The  board  also  met  with  Ken  Foley  of  Pond  View 
Estates  who  was  asked  to  resolve  unsettled  issues  with

Edward  Zyskowski,  whose  Earth  Removal  Permit  was 
pulled  from  him  when  he  was  unable  to  pay  his  property 
taxes.  Mr.  Foley  said  he  had  no  luck  contacting  Mr. 
Zyskowski,  although  he  tried  on  several  occasions. 
Selectmen  said  they  were  concerned  with  getting  the 
property  restored.  Mr.  Foley  said  he  was  willing  to  clean 
up  the  area,  but  hasn't  had  control  of  it  since  July  when  a 
cease  and  desist  order  was  placed  on  the  permit. 

"It's  a  catch-22,"  he  said.  "How  do  I  get  back  in? 
I'm  willing  to  clean  it  up."  The  board  said  their  hands 
were  tied  and  said  Mr.  Foley  was  forced  out  because  of 
delinquent  taxes.  "We  have  no  beef  with  you,  you're  not 
the  landowner  or  the  permit  holder,"  Selectman 
Chamberlain  said.  "You  happen  to  be  the  bond  owner." 
The  board  unanimously  agreed  to  vote  to  extend  the  time 
for  the  two  to  resolve  their  differences  and  to  send 
certified  letters  asking  the  two  to  restore  the  property. 
"Our  only  mission  is  to  get  the  problems  cleaned  up," 
said  Selectman  Cutler. 

The  board  then  met  with  Zoning  Enforcement 
Officer  Bruce  Maksy  to  discuss  by-law  changes  and 
reviewed  correspondence  for  the  week.  After  meeting  as 
the  Personnel  Board,  Selectmen  unanimously  voted  to 
adjourn  for  the  evening.

Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  January  27  at 
5:30  pm  by  Chairman  Everett  L.  Hardy  Jr.  Also  present 
were  Selectman  Peter  W.  Koczera,  Selectman  Robert  J.  St. 
Jean,  and  Executive  Secretary  Elaine  G.  Miranda. 

The  board  first  met  with  Town  Moderator  Robert 
Francis  to  set  the  date  for  the  upcoming  Special  Town 
Meeting.  Ms.  Miranda  suggested  the  deadline  for 
submission  of  articles  be  set  as  Wednesday,  February  5,  so 
that  there  will  be  enough  time  to  post  the  warrant.  As 
such,  the  board  agreed  to  set  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
date  as  Thursday,  February  27  at  7:00  pm  in  the  Acushnet 
Elementary  School  auditorium. 

Chairman  Hardy  said  the  warrant  will  probably 
include  anywhere  from  15  to  20  articles,  including  many 
that  were  tabled  or  postponed  at  the  last  Town  Meeting. 
The  warrant  will  also  include  articles  to  allocate  matching 
funds  for  the  library  grant,  allocation  of  recently-certified 
Free  Cash  for  the  year,  and  any  additional  funding  needed 
over  and  above  the  $300,000  already  approved  for  the 
new  Emergency  Medical  Services  (EMS)  building  project 
on  Middle  Road. 

Chairman  Hardy  then  asked  his  fellow  board 
members  to  schedule  a  meeting  later  in  the  week  with  a 
representative  from  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
Education  Collaborative  (SMEC)  to  discuss  a  recent 
request  to  extend  their  lease  with  the  town  for  the  Mason 
W.  Burt  School  facility.  The  Council  on  Aging  applied  for 
a  $538,000  grant  to  renovate  the  building  into  a  new 
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Senior  Center  for  the  town,  but  the  grant  was  denied.  As 
such,  they  won't  be  able  to  reapply  until  August,  and 
funds  won't  be  disbursed  until  early  1998.  At  their  last 
meeting,  the  Selectmen  agreed  that  it  would  be  better  to 
continue  collecting  rent  on  the  property  than  have  the 
building  vacant  in  the  interim. 

Under  incoming  correspondence,  the  board 
received  a  letter  from  Leonard  J.  Sameiro  expressing  his 
interest  in  serving  on  the  Conservation  Commission 
(ConCom).  The  board  noted  there  is  a  vacancy  on  the 
ConCom  and  asked  that  Mr.  Sameiro's  letter  be 
forwarded  to  them  for  consideration. 

The  Acushnet  Federal  Credit  Union  next  sent  a 
request  to  the  board  for  assistance  in  a  Disaster  Recovery 
Plan  as  required  by  the  National  Credit  Union  Association 
Regulations.  Manager  Jeanne  Gatonska  wanted  to  know  if 
there  were  a  location  in  town  which  could  be  used  as  a 
temporary  office  by  the  credit  union  in  an  emergency 
situation.  The  board  agreed  to  forward  this  request  to  the 
town's  Emergency  Management  Agency  (EMA)  and  also 
to  Police  Chief  Michael  Poitras  for  their  input.  "I  would 
think  there  are  security  issues  to  consider  as  well," 
Chairman  Hardy  said. 

The  Buzzards  Bay  Action  Committee  (BBAC)  next 
sent  an  invoice  to  the  town  for  $1,266  representing  the 
town's  share  for  fiscal  year  1998.  The  board  filed  the 
invoice  for  later  placement  as  an  article  on  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  warrant. 

Mary  Lou  Marques,  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  (FinCom),  next  sent  a  request  to  the  board 
regarding  personnel  openings  which  could  be  filled  by 
Community  Service  participants.  Selectman  Koczera  said 
the  board  needed  to  establish  some  guidelines  regarding 
people  who  are  hired  as  Community  Service  volunteers. 
"Free  service  sounds  good  on  paper,  but  it  doesn't  always 
work,"  he  said.  The  board  agreed  to  send  a  reply  to  the 
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FinCom  regarding  this  matter. 

Richard  A.  Ellis,  Chairman  of  the  Planning 
Commission,  next  sent  a  memo  regarding  Gabriel  Farms 
Estates.  According  to  Mr.  Ellis,  the  Planning  Commission 
is  satisfied  that  the  construction  of  the  roads  in  Gabriel 
Farms  Estates  is  adequate  and  sufficient  as  an  acceptable 
road.  However,  before  accepting  the  roads  at  Town 
Meeting,  proof  should  be  provided  that  the  required 
drainage  easement  has  been  filed  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

At  6:00  pm  the  board  met  with  Pamela  Truesdale 
of  the  Coalition  for  Buzzards  Bay  (CBB),  and  members  of 
the  town's  Planning  Commission,  Board  of  Health,  and 
Conservation  Commission.  The  CBB  wanted  to  present 
their  annual  update  to  town  officials  and  discuss  future 
projects  with  which  they  could  assist.  Ms.  Truesdale 
prefaced  her  remarks  by  stating  that  the  CBB  had  decided 
to  stop  issuing  "Environmental  Report  Cards"  to  the 
communities  this  year  due  to  their  somewhat 
controversial  reception.  She  then  credited  Acushnet  for 
making  great  progress  in  improving  their  environmental 
efforts  over  the  last  year.  "We  want  to  find  out  (tonight) 
what  your  priorities  are  and  where  we  can  help  you,"  she 
said. 

Among  the  recommendations  for  future  actions 
which  Ms.  Truesdale  discussed: 

•  Adopting  wetland  protection  by-laws  and 
regulations  which  include  setbacks; 

•  Adopting  the  Betterment  Bill  for  nitrogen 
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management  and  consider  the  new  DEP  program; 

•  Investigating  bacterial  contamination  of  the 
town  beach; 

•  Incorporating  stormwater  regulations  for  future 
development  and  Planning  Board  subdivision 
regulations; 

•  Remediating  old  stormwater  discharges  and 
look  for  assistance  from  the  CBB; 

•  Establishing  household  hazardous  waste 
collection;  and 

•  Establishing  waste  oil  collection  program. 
Various  board  members  said  they  were  working 

toward  these  goals,  and  the  only  obstacles  were  funding 
and  finding  adequate  facilities.  Selectman  Koczera  said  it 
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might  be  worth  looking  into  a  waste  oil  heater  for  the 
town  barn  which  would  burn  used  oil  as  fuel.  "That's  an 
idea  we've  kicked  around,,  but  they  are  expensive  and 
we'd  have  to  factor  it  into  the  budget,"  he  said. 

Regional  Conservation  Agent  Laurell  J.  Farinon 
agreed  that  both  waste  oil  disposal  and  recycling  tires  are 
difficult.  "The  Department  of  Environmental  Protection 
(DEP)  is  allowing  less  and  less  to  be  accepted  at  solid 
waste  collections,"  she  said.  "So  many  of  these  items  — 
like  car  tires  —  end  up  along  the  roadside  or  in  the 
woods." 

The  boards  also  discussed  coordinating  another 
tire  collection/recycling  day  and  possibly  making  it  a 
joint  effort  with  the  Town  of  Rochester. 

At  6:45  pm  the  board  met  with  Howard  and 
Linda  Plaud  to  discuss  Board  of  Appeals  (BOA)  case  #456 
which  was  heard  on  January  6  in  the  Council  on  Aging 
meeting  room.  Chairman  Hardy  said  the  initial  BOA 
hearing  was  held  to  consider  a  change  of  property  use  for 
a  portion  of  land  purchased  for  the  golf  course  from 
agricultural /residential  to  golf  course/recreational.  The 
change  of  use  was  approved  by  the  BOA  at  that  time. 

But  Mr.  Plaud  wanted  to  know  if  that  decision 
would  allow  for  future  expansion  and/or  addition  to  the 
buildings.  "I  was  told  (the  town)  wouldn't  have  to  go 
back  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  if  they  wanted  to  add  onto 
the  building,"  he  said. 

Selectman  Koczera  said  the  BOA  ruling  would 
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allow  them  to  construct  whatever  buildings  and/or 
facilities  are  required  for  the  general  operation  of  the  golf 
course.  Since  they  didn't  have  any  specific  plans  in  hand, 
they  didn't  know  how  many  buildings  would  be 
constructed  or  what  size  they  would  be  until  all  the  final 
details  are  worked  out. 

But  both  Mr.  and  Ms.  Plaud  were  concerned  that 
this  ruling  might  give  the  town  carte  blanche  to  open  a 
facility  like  the  Hawthorne  Country  Club  further  down 
the  road.  "If  the  club  house  opens  in  the  off-season  as  a 
banquet  facility,  that  would  cut  into  my  business,"  Mr. 
Plaud  said. 

But  Board  of  Appeals  Chairman  Lawrence 
Marshall  said  the  variance  is  granted  for  one  year  only.  "If 
a  building  permit  is  not  filed  within  that  year,  the 
applicant  needs  to  reapply  for  the  variance,"  he  said.  The 
Selectmen  also  noted  that  they  have  neither  the  funding 
nor  the  inclination  to  expand  beyond  the  parameters  of  a 
functional  club  house  and  golf  course  shop. 

Mr.  Plaud  also  wanted  to  discuss  a  legal  opinion 
recently  rendered  by  Town  Counsel  regarding  three  lots 
located  near  his  establishment,  The  Highlander.  Mr.  Plaud 
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wanted  to  know  why  the  town  is  refusing  to  issue 
building  permits  when  he  has  already  sold  two  of  the 
three  lots  and  under  the  town's  existing  zoning  by-laws, 
the  lots  are  legal  and  can  share  a  common  driveway. 

Chairman  Hardy  said  Town  Counsel  advised 
them  that  the  town's  by-laws  offer  no  provisions  for 
common  driveways.  He  also  stressed  that  when  the  so- 
called  retreat  lot  by-law  was  submitted  for  approval,  it 
was  their  understanding  that  the  by-law  would  allow  for 
"a  retreat  lot,"  not  multiple  retreat  lots  on  a  single  parcel. 

But  Mr.  Plaud  contended  that  the  Planning  Board 
had  approved  the  lots  and  he  should  be  granted  a 
Building  Permit. 

Chairman  Hardy  advised  that  this  matter 
wouldn't  be  resolved  tonight,  and  this  would  probably 
have  to  be  settled  in  court.  "We  have  two  different 
interpretations  of  the  by-law,  and  we're  standing  by  Town 
Counsel's  opinion,"  he  said. 

At  7:15  pm  the  board  voted  to  go  into  Executive 
Session  to  discuss  the  Town  Accountant's  contract  and 
also  meet  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  regarding  the 
town's  Municipal  Water  Agreement  with  the  City  of  New 
Bedford.

Coalition  Meets  with  Mattapoisett 

The  Coalition  for  Buzzards  Bay  (CBB)  recently 
met  with  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of  Selectmen,  continuing 
their  series  of  meetings  with  towns  around  Buzzards  Bay. 
Selectmen  were  given  copies  of  the  CBB's  recent 
Baywatchers  publication,  a  report  of  the  first  four  years  of 
data,  and  analysis  of  the  Citizen's  Water  Quality 
Monitoring  Program.  The  meeting  also  discussed  areas  of 
recommended  future  actions  for  Mattapoisett,  based  on 
past  Environmental  Report  Cards. 

The  CBB  had  previously  announced  that  they  will 
not  be  issuing  Report  Cards  with  grades  this  year.  Instead, 
their  focus  is  on  more  direct  communcations  with  the 
towns  and  offering  support  for  town  actions  which  apply 
to  protection  of  the  watershed  and  Buzzards  Bay.  "The 
Coalition's  approach  to  towns  has  completely  changed," 
said  CBB  Executive  Director  Pamela  Truesdale.  "We 
thought  the  time  was  appropriate  to  go  beyond  the

Work  will  be  initiated  soon  on  the  nitrogen 
management  assessment  to  Eel  Pond,  which  will  focus  on 
identifying  nitrogen  sources  contributing  to  its  water 
quality  problems.  Eel  Pond  is  cited  in  Baywatchers  as  one 
of  the  most  entrophic  sites  monitored.  The  Mattapoisert 
Selectmen  indicated  they  would  be  willing  to  revisit  the 
idea  of  a  shared  conservation  agent  with  the  Conservation 
Commission  (ConCom)  and  also  to  consult  with  the 
ConCom  and  Planning  Board  to  formulate  a  consistent  set 
of  stormwater  regulations  for  both  boards. 

The  town  is  currently  working  on  updating  their 
Open  Space  Plan  and  Master  Plan  to  help  guide  future 
growth  and  protection  of  natural  resources.  A  committee 
has  been  formed  to  review  harbor  resources  and  begin 
working  on  a  harbor  management  plan.  "We  look  forward 
to  working  with  Mattapoisert  on  these  and  other  issues  in 
the  future,"  Ms.  Truesdale  said.  "The  meeting  was  an 
extremely  positive  one,  and  I  am  pleased  that  we  have 
begun  to  talk  directly  with  town  officials  on  ways  we  can

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Campion's  Portrait 
is  rich  with  visuals, 
short  on  narrative

■  Portrait  of  a  Lady.  Starring  Nicole  Kidman  and 
John  Malkovich.  Directed  by  Jane  Campion. 
Running  time:  144  minutes.  MPAA  rating:  PG-13. 
At  select  theaters. 

The  difference  between  Henry  James'  Portrait  of  a 
Lady  and  Jane  Campion's  version  can  be  summed  up  in 
a  quick  early  exchange  between  the  heroine,  Isabel 
Archer,  and  her  failing  uncle,  Mr.  Touchett.  In  the 
book,  the  old  man  tells  Isabel  she  is  beautiful;  Isabel 
blushes  and  laughs,  "Oh  yes,  of  course,  I'm  lovely!" 
with  cheerful,  self-depricating  irony.  In  the  movie, 
Isabel  responds  with  those  same  words,  but  Nicole 
Kidman  delivers  the  line  with  numb,  sarcastic  self- 
disgust. 

Campion  is  at  it  again.  In  adapting  Portrait,  she 
has  turned  James'  complex,  enchanting  heroine  into 
the  basic  Jane  Campion  model:  a  defiantly 
inexpressive,  sexually  repressed  drudge  with,  really 
bad  hair.  A  look  at  Campion's  previous  work  (Sweetie, 
the  excellent  An  Angel  at  My  Table,  and  The  Piano) 
confirms  that  her  vision  is  remarkably  consistent  in  its 
sour  masochist-feminism.  The  men  in  her  films  are 
dolts  who  rob  independent  women  of  their  spirit.  Yet 
Campion  does  the  same  thing;  she  creates  hollow 
heroines  and  then  blames  men  for  it. 

This  isn't  a  political  objection  but  a  dramatic  one. 
Campion,  it's  clear  by  now,  has  no  aptitude  for 
narrative.  Her  great  gift  —  what  draws  me  to  her  work 
and  makes  it  hard  to  dismiss  —  is  her  unearthly  way 
with  imagery.  Campion  and  her  superb 
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cinematographer,  Stuart  Dryburgh,  paint  their  stark 
pictures  with  colors  I've  never  seen  before.  Portrait  of  a 
Lady  ties  with  The  English  Patient  as  1996's  most 
delicious  eye-candy. 

The  script  is  by  Campion  and  Laura  Jones,  who 
wrote  Campion's  best  film,  An  Angel  at  My  Table. 
About  a  reel  into  Portrait,  I  wished  that  Jones  had 
worked  alone.  Was  it  her  idea  to  open  the  movie  with 
those  excruciatingly  pretentious  shots  of  modern 
women  posing  in  a  forest?  From  there,  the  film  skips 
across  the  text  and  lands  on  Isabel  rejecting  a  marriage 
proposal  from  Lord  Warburton  (Richard  E.  Grant).  We 
also  meet  Warburton's  consumptive  friend,  Ralph 
Touchett  (Martin  Donovan,  looking  and  sounding 
exactly  like  Christopher  Walken  circa  1978),  and 
Isabel's  persistent,  unwelcome  suitor  Caspar  (Viggo 
Mortensen). 

The  movie  gives  Isabel  a  choice  of  the  lesser  of 
three  weasels.  Except  for  Ralph,  who  is  dying  and 
therefore  acceptable,  the  men  are  unpleasant  little 
creeps  —  pathetic.  The  third  weasel  is  Gilbert  Osmond 
(John  Malkovich),  the  pompous  slacker  artist  Isabel 
marries,  for  reasons  known  only  to  her  and  Campion. 
Gilbert,  a  worm  who  enjoys  feeling  superior  to  his 
miserable  wife,  is  an  art-house  version  of  Jack 
Nicholson  in  The  Shining,  with  a  hint  of  Malkovich's 
villain  in  Dangerous  Liaisons;  he  schemes  with  Isabel's 
friend  Madame  Merle  (Barbara  Hershey  in  the  film's 
only  enjoyable  performance)  to  enslave  Isabel's  soul. 

In  all,  Jane  Campion  has  pulled  off  a  neat  trick 
here  —  she's  made  a  film  that  makes  Henry  James' 
work  seem  positively  giddy.  The  movie  drowns  in 
simmering  rage  and  loathing,  and  Nicole  Kidman, 
under  her  ugly  valentine  hairdo,  radiates  enough 
depressed  victimhood  to  fill  a  year's  worth  of  women's 
weepies.  Campion's  harshly  gorgeous  images  can't 
redeem  her  smug,  self-congratulating  faux-feminism. 
Oh  yes,  of  course,  it's  lovely.
